The Rev. Bela Ispanka, Prefect 
of a Catholic College, life imprison- 
ment.

Marriage ‘Racket’ 


End Is In Sight 


Indianapolis — Maurice Early, 
writer for the Indianapolis Star, 
in a recent column stated that a 
pending bill in the Legislature 
might spell. the end of the so- 
called marriage “racket” in the 
state. He suid: 


“Indiana’s legal marriage license 
racket, operated by the county 
clerks, wou'd be ended if the Leg- 
islature passes a bill which has 
been prepared for introduction. 

“This racket is made possible by 
the type of law which now op- 
erates. Persons getting marriage 
licenss are not given a certificate 
they can keep. The one they get 
must ve surrendered to the person 
performing the ceremony. He, in 
turn, fills in certain information 
and returns the ‘license’ to the 
county clerk. 


“For years the county clerks 
have kept a stock of fancy cer- 
tificates which they sell prospec- 
tive brides and grooms for as much 
as the traffic will bear. The cer- 
tificates, which frequently are 
gaudy but not costly, sell for as 
much as $5.00.”

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Student Dodged 


Russian Troops 
To Reach N. D. 


Austrian Youth Wins 
NCWC Scholarship; 
Relates Conditions 


Notre Dame, Ind— A _ twenty- 
three year old Austrian youth, who 
four years ago was a soldier in the 
German army, today is realizing a 
dream he never thought possible— 
attending the University of Notre 
Dame. 


Ernst Haindl, who as recently as 
two months ago was a virtual out- 
law in Austria, dodging Russian 
troops in fear of being seized for 
slave labor, is one of 28 European 
students awarded one year schol- 
arships te American Catholic col- 
leges and universities by the Na- 
tional Catholic Welare Conference. 

Haindl, who incidentally had 
never heard of Notre Dame before 
winning the scholarship, seven 
years ago was forced to don a 
German uniform. He was an in- 
fantryman in the Balkans and Italy 
in the last days of the Wermacht, 
and he could not give much thought 
to attending college anywhere— 
certainly not an 
lege. 

After his army was disbanded, 
Haindl returned to his home in 
Vienna and entered the University 
of Vienna. He found the city sur- 
rounded by Russian occupation 
forees and infested with Commun- 
ist agents. The cold war had be- 
gun and Vienna, like Berlin, was 
caught between the firing lines. 


Then last fall the Vienna stu- 
dent noticed an item in a Viennese 
newspaper. Scholarships were a- 
vailable for American universities. 
He saw America as the world’s 
leading protagonist of democracy— 
Europe’s hope in the face of bar- 
barism. He wanted to study in the 
United States. The scholarship he 
ultimately won has given him that 
chance. 


But that was only the beginning. 
Haind! still had to get to the 
United States. To leave Austria he 
had to pass through the Soviet 
zone, and the Russians “don’t like 
college students who become in- 
fluenced by American ideas,” he 
observes. 

“Had we left Austria when we 
had originally planned, the Rus- 
sians might have kidnapped us, so 
we left two weeks ahead of time,” 
Haind! recounts. “Even had I re- 
mained in Vienna, I don’t believe 
I could have remained another year 
without harm. In Czechoslovakia 
one-third of the students were kid- 
napped for being anti-Communist. 
In Austria itself many people are 
kidnapped every month by the 
Soviet troops for slave labor.” 

Haindl had made his beliefs 
known to the Russians, however, 
long before applying for his schol- 
arship. He had been chairman of 
the academic section of the Aus- 
trian-American Society in Vienna. 
Purpose of the society is the build- 
ing of greater understanding be- 
tween the Austrian and American 
people. 

The Austrian student, who for- 
merly worked for the APA (Aus- 
trian neWs agency), points out that 
Communism now has a very weak 
hold on Austria, with only two per 
cent of the students and four per- 
cent of the general population be- 
ing Communists. He recalls, in fact, 
that in a recent election in the Rus- 
sian zone there were fewer Com- 
munist votes than declared party 
members. 

Regarding Russia’s future plans, 
Haind! believes that only complete 
refusal to yield an inch can stop 
the Soviet. 

“Appeasement will not work,” he 
says. “If you were near the Rus- 
sians and could see them prepar- 
ing for a new war—even before the 
last one ended—you would know 
that the only way to prevent war is 
to hold them back. Land conces- 
sions would give the Russians a 
marvelous starting point for their 
attack. Without initial successes 
they won’t be able to get started.”

Fe Ngee) obi of the persecu- 
tion of Protestants in Spain 
have been contradicted by a Welsh 
Methodist minister, the Rev. R. 
Bryn Williams, who accompanied 
the Rhos (Wrexham) Male Voice 
Choir’ on a tour there. 


In a letter to Councillor Leo 
Wright, of Liverpool, England, he 
says: 

“Not only were we unmolested 
but also given every assistance and 
help by the Spanish people. 

“They did not interfere at all 
and I had every freedom to mix 
and talk with the ordinary people 
there in streets and shops, etc. 


“I was also allowed to speak in 
public and on the radio many times, 
and in Spanish with no restriction 
whatsoever. 

“We held our service in the Eng- 
lish (Protestant) Church at Barce- 
Jona and were assisted by Canon 
Johnson. 

“If there was any persecution 
surely Canon Johnson would have 
told me about it. His only com- 
plaint was that the cost of living 
was very high there. 

“We were given a great welcome 
and the kindness shown us was 
sincere. 

“I can recall with what suspi- 
cions we went there, thinking that 
even the kind bus drivers were 
members of the secret police! As 
I remember those suspicions, it 
makes me very ashamed now.” 


Your Dear Departed: 
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thousand inhabitants, wish to ex- 
press to you the following plan: 

On this Thanksgiving Day of 
1948, our town wishes to initiate a 
movement which, we believe, will 
lead towards a better place for us 
to live in and, on a larger scale, 
towards a better world. While 
there are no Catholics in this town, 
we have come to the conclusion 
that the Catholic Church alone 
holds the key to social peace and 
happiness. Some of us have seen 
the self-sacrificing life of your 
missioners in China and the care 
you take of orphans, old people and 
all destitute persons. 


On November 25, we, the mayor 
and aldermen of this town, with the 
exception of the one Communist 
council member, have unanimously 
decided to invite your collaboration 
to make of our town a true Catholic 
center from which truth and hap- 
piness will radiate many miles 
around. We do not know how to 
accomplish this purpose; but we do 
know that we want it and that we 
are willing to force you, as it 
were, by the earnestness of our 
appeal, to accept our invitation. We 
do not think that you can refuse. 

Without wishing to vaunt our 
town above other communities, we 
like to point out that it is sit- 
uated along the Inland Sea at a 
most scenic spot which, before 
long, may become a national park. 
Our people are mostly farmers, 
devoted to their families and their 
land. But they need guidance and 
instruction if they are to improve 
themselves and the productivity of 
their fields. This place has, since 
time immemorial, been spared from 
earthquakes and floods. But worse 
than these, we now fear the con- 
fusion which, since the end of the 
war, has crept into our minds. We 
believe that life should have a 
higher purpose than that of this 
earth. We have until now been 
able to stem the tide of civil strife 
at our very doors, but in the 
neighboring cities, Communism, 
which seeks to destroy our country 
and our homes and our fields, is 
rearing its ugly head. 

Lest you should mistake this 
desire of ours as a mere flight of 
fancy, we have decided in plenary 
session of the townspeople upon the 
following measures: 


1. We shall purchase and donate 
to the Catholic Church a govern- 
ment-owned property of 55 hec- 
tares along the shore of the Inland 
Sea. This property has a private 
beach and we think it is the best 
place in our town.

4. The township shall take it 
upon itself to arrange the afore- 
mentioned terrain for building pur- 
poses, and collaborate in every way

6. The township shall form, in 
concert with the businessmen of 
this and surrounding towns and.-af- 
ter consultation with the Governor 
of Hyogo Prefecture and the Mayor 
of Himeji, a Committee to help 
raise funds for our project. At this 
moment we have in hand for use 
Y5,000,000 — about $18,500.00— 
which we hope to replace by vol- 
untary contributions. At all times 
we shall do our best to take upon 
ourselves a share of the burden 
which, we know, the Catholic 
Church is shouldering for us. 

In exchange for these sacrifices 
which all of us are willingly bring- 
ing to this common cause, we ask 
you to give us the full collaboration 
of the Catholic Church, represented 
by your Mission Society, in this 
sector of Japan. We want to make 
of this town a center of Catholic 


life and activities. What Ise has 
become to Shintoism, Kyoto to 
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As to the practical execution of 
this plan, we beg that you should 
send us Sisters to instruct our 
children. There is no high school 
or college in this southern sector 
of the Prefecture. 

Our children get up at four 
o'clock in the morning to go to 
school. But over and above a 
school where they shall merely 
learn worldly wisdom, we wish 
them to be brought up in an atmos- 
phere of love and concern for their 
neighbors. Therefore we invite you 
to start in this town a Girls’ Center 
which, we pray, will become a gen- 
eral education center and the hub 
of social and welfare activities. 
There are now in Japan thousands 
of unfortunate children, war or- 
phans and homeless waifs. We 
wish to provide them, as far as 
possible, with a place to stay and 
to learn. Let our youth witness 
what the Catholic Church means 
by charity and we shall all pro- 
fit by this lesson. 

We earnestly hope that you, 
Fathers, shall accede to our re- 
quest. Perhaps we are the first 
town in Japan to address ourselves 
to the Catholic Church in this way. 
We feel proud of it. For we want

Students Pray To Mary For Help In Studies And Happiness In Vocation 


N the campus of the University 

of Notre Dame, close to the 
lake and between the University 
buildings and the Holy Cross Sem- 
inary, there was built, many years 
ago, a large Grotto, a replica of 
that of Lourdes in France. It sets 
back against a hillside, and is sur- 
rounded by huge trees. To the eye, 
therefore, it suggests itself as a 
real oasis of coolness during the 
summer. 


The students organize their own 
public devotions before the Grotto 
during the months of May and 
October. During summer lay re- 
treats the evening devotions, in- 
cluding a sermon and benediction, 
are held there. 

But you would be interested in 
the report which appeared recently 
in the Religious Bulletin of the 
Notre Dame University, under the 
heading: “How Many Visit the 
Grotto”: 

“One night last Spring, a stu- 
dent went to the Grotto and count- 
ed the number of students who 
came down to make a visit. He 
kept count for a period of an hour 
after supper, between six and seven 
o’clock. Many tried to guess the 
tally for that night, and they have 
never come close to the actual 
figure. 

“The count was about 890. Lest 
you think that to be a typograph- 
ical error, we will spell it out: 
eight hundred and ninety. 

“The count was made on an or- 
dinary day. It was not a day in 
Mary’s month of May, nor was a 
Novena of any kind going on, nor 
were examinations driving one to 
seék extra help, nor had a sermon 
or pep talk been given about the 
benefits of these visits. But one 
thing accounted for this number, 
namely, the great devotion of the 
Notre Dame students to the Moth- 
er of God. 

“The Grotto is part of every real 
Notre Dame man. The alumnus 
who returns to the campus is 
drawn irresistably to make a spec- 
ial trip to the Grotto. 

- “Qne former student, an athlete 

recognized throughout the country 
as a National Champion, made it 
his practice. to say his Rosary 
every day at the Grotto. This he 
did no matter how inclement the 
weather.. Below-zero temperatures 
never kept him away. 

“Many students make a visit af- 
ter every meal, and go out of their 
way to do it. In the past, the men 
living in Breen-Phillips, Farley, 
Zahm, Cavanaugh and St. Edward’s 
Halls have returned to their rooms 
by way of the Grotto, after their

There are two factors contribut- 
ing in a large measure to this 
increasing mental unrest: one is 
the quickening pace of modern liv- 
ing; the other is the ever-widen- 
ing abandonment of religion—the 
one force best suited to adapt us 
to the problems of this atomic 
age. 


I’m sure that any’ psychiatrist 
will agree that a chief factor in 
many cases of neurosis and psy- 
chosis is the feeling of shame, guilt, 
and remorse. that follows on sin. 
Unless they can be banished in 
some way, these feelings start to 
prey on a person’s mind until he 
begins to feel unworthy and con- 
taminated. Then he gradually with- 
draws from society into a dream- 
world of his own, so out of touch 
with reality that only too often 
he has to be institutionalized and 
kept under surveillance for fear 
he may seek to destroy either him- 
self or those around him. (Every 
patient .dmitted to a mental hos- 
pital is eventually classified as be- 
ing either homicidal or suicidal.) 


It’s vital to every one of us, 
then, that we study this matter of 
guilt, what it is, what causes it, 


- 


and how we can procure our re- 
lease from this cancer of the soul. 


Sin and 
Guilt 


Guilt is a consciousness of hav- 
ing offended Almighty God. We’re 
intelligent creatures, all of us, too 
smart. not to know that there’s a 
moral law governing our human 
acts and corresponding to the law 
of nature that controls the non- 
human things around us. 

We’re aware of our freedom with 
regard to this law: that is, al- 
though we ought not to do some- 
thing, we’re free and able to go 
ahead and do it. We ought not 
to lie, for instance, and yet we 
can if we so choose. 

Violation of God’s law is called 
“sin.” And while, as I said, we 
ean sin, by thought, word, act, or 
omission, in matters great or small, 
we’re immediately conscious of the 
fact that we've offended God and 
upset: the order He has ordained 
for His creation. This moral sense 
we call our conscience. Last week 
I compared it to a sentry or a 
watchman posted at the gate of 
our soul. -If an enemy gets in, 
that watchman makes an outcry. 
The bigger the enemy the louder 
the outcry. And it doesn’t stop 
until either the enemy is thrown 
out or the watchman becomes ‘ex- 
hausted. 

Let’s take the case of a man who 
has bought a stolen car. He knows 
it’s Stolen goods. Fact is, he got 
it cheap precisely because it was 
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stolen. His conscience protested 
that deal—but he went through 
with it just the same. And his 
conscience keeps up its protest. It 
bothers him so much that he can’t 
‘sleep nights. 


In the meantime, he becomes at- 
tached to his ill-gotten vehicle. He 
finds it all but indispensable with 
his business affairs, and on week- 
ends he uses it for family outings. 

So a conflict has developed. His 
conscience keeps nagging at him, 
urging him to get rid of it; and 
the rest of him pleads that he 
ean’t do without it. Still—what- 
ever the cost in trouble or incon- 
venience, he should return the car 
and repent of his sin. 


False 
Solutions 


The fellow may be tempted, 
though, to quiet his conscience 
along less troublesome lines. He 
may try to persuade himself that 
there is no God; that there is no 
moral law; or that his conscience 
is mistaken. 

But any one of those solutions 
is badly crippled—because the ex- 
istence of God and His moral law 
is documented by facts of each 
individual’s own inner experience. 
It isn’t just from outside sources 
that we know of God and His law. 
They only cor:oborate what each 
one of us reads in his own heart. 
So that when we say there is no 
God, no moral law, we lie—and we 
know that we’re lying. 

It’s the same whenever we try 


'that we. should

ito “fix” or tamper with our con- 


science. We’re immediately aware 
that we’re “kidding” ourselves, and 
in our heart of hearts, we only 
feel so much the worse. 

That guilt-feeling results from 
a man’s consciousness that he has 
offended God. It’s much more 
acute with those of us who have 
the fullness of His revelation—the 
knowledge that God loves us, that 
because of His love for us and His 
hatred of sin, He suffered an ag- 
onizing death on the Cross. Our 


| sin has a context, then, that makes

There are two things about sin 
always bear in 
One is that in itself the 
passing of time has no effect on 
our guilt. We may think of time 


cut at our loving 


and spirit, but that’s not quite 
true. Right after the broadcast 
I might murder the announcer. 
Ten minutes later I’d be in a piti- 
able condition. By next week I’d 
feel a little better. In ten years 
I’d doubtless be back to normal. 
But that sin, the affront offered to 
God and the injury to society, 
would be just as heinous ten or 
even a hundred years from now 
/as it would be this very day. In 
| other words, we tend to forget our 
| sins—but that has absolutely no 
effect on them at all. They’re still 
there—as big and ugly as they 
were. It’s like forgetting about 
the charge in a high-tension line. 
It doesn’t decrease as our memory 
gets dim. And even after we've 
entirely forgotten about it, we’ll 
still be electrocuted if we touch it. 


Only God 
Can Do It

To those who. are burdened with 
guilt, to all who have a bad con- 
science, feelings of shame and un- 
worthiness this is my advice: get 
off by yourself and kneel down. 


Then recall the fact that God loves. 


you—with a love greater than your 
mother’s and father’s, greater than 
anyone’s on earth. He proved that 
love by coming to earth and dying 
for you on: the Cross. And you 
know how your mother always 
wanted what was good for you, 
how she advised you and prayed 
for you, and always hoped you'd 
be a success? God wants all that, 
even more. He’s so anxious for 
you to make a success of life, so 
that He can have you with Him 
forever in heaven! 

He’s anxious to forgive you if 
only you'll admit that you’ve been 
wrong, that you’ve committed the 
sins that are on your conscience, 
and that you’re sorry because you 
love Him too and want to share 
His company in the hereafter.

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The Burial Of 
The ‘Alleluja’ 


We have departed so far from 
the spirit of the Church that we 
no longer miss the absence of the 
Alleluja as the faithful in the Ages 
of Faith did. The Alleluja, mean- 
ing “Praise God,” was from earli- 
est times an expression of joy with 
the Jews. As such it was trans- 
planted into the Liturgy of the 
Church. The Christians of the 
first centuries took this joyous ex- 
pression from the Church to their 
homes, into their daily lives and 
work. To them it meant divine 
service and work for the honor of 
God. The deep and earnest piety 
of the Middle Ages did not tolerate 
using this expression of joy dur- 
ing Lent; therefore the Christians 
bade farewell to the Alleluja with 
appropriate and touching cere- 
monies, 


They called this the “burial” of 


the Alleluja. For it they had a 
special ceremony, as is evidenced 
from a manuscript of the 13th cen- 


tury. The Magnificat Antiphon 
reads: “Remain with us today, 0 
Alleluja, Alleluja, and tomorrow 
you may depart, Alleluja.” In some 
places there was even a symbolic 
burial of the Alleluja, During the 
15th century choir servers of the 
Cathedral at Toul carried a pic- 
ture representing the Alleluja, on 
the Saturday before Septuagesima 
after the None office (3:00 p. m.) 
for the solemn burial. The clergy, 
accompanied by the servers re- 
paired to the place of interment 
with candles, incense and holy 
water. Our present rubric, to add 
two solemn Allelujas.to the Bene- 
dicamus Domino on the Saturday 
before Septuagesima, is only a 
small, insignificant relic of the old 
liturgical usage. 


Why Redemption 
Was Necessary 


In the breviary we find another 
peculiarity: The lessons of the 
first Nocturne are now taken from 
the Book of Genesis. We hear the 
account of creation and learn the 
doings of our first parents. We 
know that they were not always 
good. Easter is the highest feast 
of our Redemption through Christ. 
This we are urged to meditate upon 
now and see why the Redemption 
was really necessary. Through the 
evil deed of our first parents sin 
came into this world, resulting in 
an evil that could neither be 
atoned for nor redeemed by them. 
Moreover, we learn from the les- 
sons of this penitential season the 
terrible consequences of sin. Ac-

4B hewn nh the city of Ma- 
con stands our school, Mount 
de Sales. Located.in a state where 
race prejudice and the Ku Klux 
Klan activities rate national head- 
lines we, the natives, see Georgia 

wing. Yes, growing beyond the 
imits of bigoted minds; becoming 
a place where men need not be 
ashamed nor afraid to profess race 
or creed, becoming, too, a rich field 
for the Catholic Church. 


It has been a long process, this 
growing-up of Georgia, and a pro- 
cess in which Catholic education 
has played and is playing a prom- 
inent part. We, in the South, take 
our religious education seriously 
for we must be well informed while 
we mingle so closely with those 
of other denominations. In our 
city with a population slightly 
over 100,000, the Catholics. num- 
ber only 1,000 or 1%. The other 
99% are well meaning people who, 
if prejudiced, are victims of gross 
ignorance in regard to Catholic 
matters. From the majority of our 
fellow citizens we receive every 
outward respect. 


Realizing that we cannot give 
what we do not have, we see that 
we must prepare ourselves for our 
work by making each of our school 
subjects yield for us every thing 
which it has to offer. Chief in im- 
portance is our religion class where 
Wwe are guided in the process of 
making our lives living examples 
of the truths of our faith. By so 
doing we are heeding the words of 
Our Lord Who said, “So let your 
light shine before men that they 
may see your good works and 
glorify your Father Who is in 
Heaven.” 


Not only do we learn the three 
“r’s” in school but what is per- 
haps much more important we are 
being taught to adapt ourselves 
to those about us and become use- 
ful citizens of time as well as of 
eternity. Realizing that it is 
more blessed to give than to re- 
ceive we are learning to give of 
ourselves and have already discov- 
ered that love reciprocates love. 

When anyone makes mention of 
the South, and Georgia is certain- 
ly a large part of it, then one im- 
mediately thinks of the Negro and 
the prejudice with which he is re- 
garded. Conscious of the fact that 
many of the accusations are well

However, con- 
trary to common belief, it is not 
hard for most of us in the South 
to love a negro, since the majori- 
ty of us were cared for from our 
infancy by a colored maid or nurse 
and we loved her as one of our very 
own. Perhaps the most popular 
person in the academy is our 
colored maid, Fannie Williams, who 
has kept track of books, wraps and 
money for her “chillun” for over 
twenty years and who is held in 
rene remembrance by all Mount 
girls. That this devotion may 
spread to all those of her race 
is our hope and prayer. 

Yes, we Southern girls are proud 
of the work accomplished by the 
teaching orders in Georgia and we 
promise to assist them in their 
efforts to develop a more noble 
and mature South.

The Burial Of 
The ‘Alleluja’ 


We have departed so far from 
the spirit of the Church that we 
no longer miss the absence of the 
Alleluja as the faithful in the Ages 
of Faith did. The Alleluja, mean- 
ing “Praise God,” was from earli- 
est times an expression of joy with 
the Jews. As such it was trans- 
planted into the Liturgy of the 
Church. The Christians of the 
first centuries took this joyous ex- 
pression from the Church to their 
homes, into their daily lives and 
work. To them it meant divine 
service and work for the honor of 
. The deep and earnest piety 
of the Middle Ages did not tolerate 
using this expression of joy dur- 
ing Lent; therefore the Christians 
bade farewell to the Alleluja with 
appropriate and touching cere- 
monies, : 


They called this the “burial” of 


the Alleluja. For it they had a 
special ceremony, as is evidenced 
from a manuscript of the 13th cen- 


tury. The Magnificat Antiphon 
reads: “Remain with us today, 0 
Alleluja, Alleluja, and- tomorrow 
you may depart, Alleluja.” In some 
places there was even a symbolic 
burial of the Alleluja. During the 
15th century choir servers of the 
Cathedral at Toul carried a pic- 
ture representing the Alleluja, on 
the Saturday before Septuagesima 
after the None office (3:00 p. m.) 
for the solemn burial. The clergy, 
accompanied by the servers re- 
paired to the place of interment 
with candles, incense and holy 
water. Our present rubric, to add 
two solemn Allelujas.to the Bene- 
dicamus Domino on the Saturday 
before Septuagesima, is only a 
small, insignificant relic of the old 
liturgical usage. 


Why Redemption 
Was Necessary 


In the breviary we find another 
peculiarity: The lessons of the 
first Nocturne are now taken from 
the Book of Genesis. We hear the 
account of creation and learn the 
doings of our first parents. We 
know that they were not always 
good. Easter is the highest feast 
of our Redemption through Christ. 
This we are urged to meditate upon 
now and see why the Redemption 
was really necessary. Through the 
evil deed of our first parents sin 
came into this world, resulting in 
an evil that could neither be 
atoned for nor redeemed by them. 
Moreover, we learn from the les- 
sons of this penitential season the 
terrible consequences of sin. Ac- 
cordingly our zeal should be 
aroused to spend the Lenten season

VERLOOKING the city of Ma-

Located in a state where 
race prejudice and the Ku Klux 
Klan activities rate national head- 
lines we, the natives, see Georgia 

wing. Yes, growing beyond the 
imits of bigoted minds; becoming 
a place where men need not be 
ashamed nor afraid to profess race 
or creed, becoming, too, a rich field 
for the Catholic Church. 


It has been a long process, this 
growing-up of Georgia, and a pro- 
cess in which Catholic education 
has played and is playing a prom- 
inent part. We, in the South, take 
our religious education seriously 
for we must be well informed while 
we mingle so closely with those 
of other denominations, In our 
city with a population slightly 
over 100,000, the Catholics. num- 
ber only 1,000 or 1%. The other 
99% are well meaning people who, 
if prejudiced, are victims of gross 
ignorance in regard to Catholic 
matters. From the majority of our 
fellow citizens we receive every 
outward respect. 


Realizing that we cannot give 
what we do not have, we see that 
we must prepare ourselves for our 
work by making each of our school 
subjects yield for us every thing 
which it has to offer. Chief in im- 
portance is our religion class where 
Wwe are guided in the process of 
making our lives living examples 
of the truths of our faith. By so 
doing we are heeding the words of 
Our Lord Who said, “So let your 
light shine before men that they 
may see your good works and 
glorify your Father Who is in 
Heaven.” 


Not only do we learn the three 
“r’s” in school but what is per- 
haps much more important we are 
being taught to adapt ourselves 
to those about us and become use- 
ful citizens of time as well as of 
eternity.

Perhaps the most popular 
person in the academy is our 
colored maid, Fannie Williams, who 
has kept track of books, wraps and 
money for her “chillun” for over 
twenty years and who is held in 
grateful remembrance by all Mount 
girls. That this devotion may 
spread to all those of her race 
is our hove and prayer. 

Yes, we Southern girls are proud 
of the work accomplished by the 
teaching orders in Georgia and we 
promise to assist them in their 
efforts to develop a more noble 
and mature South.

Last September, here as elsewhere, there was a paragraph to the 

effect that Ed Krause had resigned as assistant football coach at 
Notre Dame to take over the duties of assistant director of athletics 
and that eventually he would become director of athletics after he 
had learned the ropes in his new job. It was added that Frank 
Leahy had asked to be relieved of his position as director of athletics 
so he could devote his entire time to football.

The next day came an Associated Press dispatch from far- 
off San Pedro, Calif. One day it was Norfolk, Va., the next it was 
San Pedro, Calif., showing that the boys who write such pieces 
get around.

Leahy now says he never felt better, and having 
had a very restful vacation in Hawaii with his wife and three oldest 
children, he certainly looks in the pink. 
| If any of you are in the habit of becoming alarmed when you 
read these wild yarns about Leahy leaving Notre Dame, here is an 
excerpt from his talk at the annual Notre Dame football banquet held 
at the university and attended by an overflow crowd of 1,000 Notre 
Dame fans: 

“It is an enormous honor to serve Notre Dame as football coach. 
I’m the luckiest man in the United States of America. I hope I can 
istay here for a long period of time. Nothing would give me greater

Even at this day there are certain Tract 
Societies circulating the story of Maria Monk 
and Margaret Shepherd, both of whom have 
been in their graves for many years, and both 
of whom, while posing as former nuns, were 
never members of any Religious Order. 


During the days when The Menace flourished, 
certain women of ill repute who had been com- 
mitted to reform schools conducted by Sisters, 
were, upon release, offered a handsome remuner- 
ation for delivering a lecture prepared by per- 
sons on The Menace staff denunciatory of con- 
yent life and containing the most brazen slan- 
ders. 


During the recent war more than 25,000 
nurses worked among our boys at home and 
over-seas. But during our own Civil War, 85 
years ago—when there were few trained lay 
nurses—members of the Catholic Sisterhoods 
provided most of the nurses, and their praises 
were sung by the editors of that day and, of 
course, by the boys who, injured and suffering, 
depended on them for relief. Dr. S. Weir 
Mitchell, of Philadelphia, wrote of them: 


“Our best women nurses were the too limited 
number of Roman Catholic Sisters. Their value 
for male patients was at its best in proportion 
to their being refined ladies of a caste to which 
few of the Roman Catholic Sisters had belonged. 
I observed that good-looking, well-bred, low- 
voiced women exercised a wonderfully great 
control over our soldiers.” 


Back in 1914 a certain Anna Lowry, who 
had actually been a nun, lectured under anti- 
Catholic auspices to an audience that paid. ad- 
mission to hear: her. She claimed that she 
entered religious communities eight different 
times during twenty years, which, of course, 
implied that she was very free. But when ques- 
tioned concerning the morality of the life her

did any one say that aught of the things he 
possessed was his own, but all things were 
common to them.” 

In the Breviary we are told that after the 
Resurrection of Christ, Lazarus and his sisters 
Martha and Mary, who had been so loyal to 
Christ, were placed in a boat bereft of sails or 
oars and thrust out into the Mediterranean to 
be shipwrecked; but that.their boat was carried 
by the winds safely to the shores of southern 
France, near what is now the city of Marseilles. 
It is also recorded that Mary betook herself to 
a cave where she continued to follow the con-

How scriptural the religious life is may be 
gauged by Christ’s words to the young man, 
whom he told that the observance of the Ten 
Commandments is compulsory but that there is 
a more perfect life to be followed by those 
who “sell all they have, give to the poor and 
follow Him.” 

That is what the religious do. Not satisfied 
with doing the minimum for salvation, they 
wish to follow Christ closely, to live for Him 
alone and for the promotion of His interests, 
of course, looking forward to the greater reward 
which He promised to those who do that very 
thing. When Peter asked Jesus what reward he 
and the other Apostles would have for “leaving 
all things and following Thee,” Christ’s im- 
mediate answer was: “Everyone who leaves 
home or brothers or sisters or mother or wife 
or children or fields for My Name’s sake will re- 
ceive a hundred-fold and. possess everlasting 
life’ (Matt. 19:29). 

The Sisters consecrate themselves soul and 
body to Christ, and vow for life, poverty, 
chastity, and obedience, to conform to the will 
of God in all things. This is the acme not only 
of perfection, but of perfect happiness. No one 
is unhappy who wills what God wills and that 
is why Christ, amid all His sufferings, possessed 
perfect interior peace: “Not as I will, but as 
Thou wilt;” “My meat is to do the will of Him 
that sent Me.”

It would appear 
that when the child is a few years 
older, the same sincere and open 
method will be used in teaching her 
little girl the delicate and so-called 
“facts of life.” 


But I cannot quite agree with 
this mother that the child should 
not be permitted to believe in San- 
ta Claus. He could be called St. 
Nicholas and/or Santa Claus; and 
the story of the benevolent Saint 
could+be told and impressed. More- 
over, in her anticipation of Santa 
Claus, and with the blessings of 
the Christ Child invoked through 
St. Nicholas and bestowed by the 
mythical Santa, there could be in- 
troduced the virtue of generosiy. 
The little one could be taught to 
think of other children less fortun- 
ate than she, and in the directed 
thinking she could be encouraged 
to self-denials that would lead to 
a planned sharing not only with 
her little friends but also, and this 
particularly, with children whose 
parents are poor. This sharing and 
planned giving of simple gifts (at 
some sacrifice) to both friends and 
strangers, who are in need, would 
develop unselfishness in the child. 
Make It 
Like This 

Christmas should signify first: 
Christ—why? He came,—to save, 
and for the reason He loved us, and 
especially did He love little inno- 
cent children. Then all the spirit-

being. 

Santa Claus or St. Nicholas is 
a lesser issue, one might say, a 
delightful side-show for little chil- 
dren. Then give the child the de- 
lights of the Christmas tree and 
the joys even of material expecta- 
tions.

least, that is the way we grew 
and our friends also grew. 


The imagination properly stimu- 
lated in childhood is a good thing. 
It awakens appreciation of earth’s 
beauties. That the mind should ob- 
serve, think over, and respond to 
God’s good natural gifts is assur- 
edly to be encouraged. The child 
without a healthful imagination 
will grow into maturity ae pro- 
saic and without vision. This right 
cultivation of the imagination is 
entirely apart from false stimula- 
tions and over-excitements which 
harm youth. 


So while I have great respect 
for this good Catholic mother who 
is teaching her child early the sa- 
ered truths and the inescapable 
realities of life and death, and most 
of all how to love Jesus, His An- 
gels, and to grow into acceptance 
of the great mystery of the Holy 
Trinity, it would seem not necess- 
simple earth-

“The Seven Storey Mountain” 
eame forth under obedience, It 
is written honestly, delightfully, 
and in Trappistine simplicity. 
Thomas Merton’s early life was 
colorful, it was not altogether hap- 
py, but the truth makes reading 
stronger than a strong novel. Then 
his student days, his not too well 
directed life in big cities, the 
closeups of his family life, his hu- 
man affections, his associations, all 
make interesting themes.

If they are, then Ameri- 
can morals will be far below the level of those of ancient 
Greece and Rome, to which the destruction of their civiliza- 
tion is universally credited. 


The Producers’ Promise 

We have learned the lesson that no faith can be placed 
in the promises of Motion Picture producers. They signed a 
Code which would have been quite satisfactory to the Cath- 
olic Bishops. In fact, it had the endorsement of Cardinal 
Hayes before it was adopted, but there seems to have been 
no serious intention on the part of the film producers to 
observe it—because its violation was almost immediate. 

In an address delivered at the Convention dinner of the 
Diocese of Central New York, Syracuse, in May, 1931, the 
Reverend Clifford Gray Twombly, Rector of St. James’ Epis- 
copal Church, Lancaster, Pennsylvania, quoted Mr, William | 
H. Hays, as of March 31st, 1931, saying: 

“The adoption of the Code marks the latest and great- 
est step taken by the motion picture industry in the direction | 
of self-government, to the end that the entertainment, educa- | 
tional and informative value of the theatrical screen shall | 
conform not only to the best standards of this art, but to| 
the wholesome instincts of life.’’

stood in all countries not under 
communist domination. 


But even a cursory analysis of 
what are, in the nature of things, 
hasty and fragmentary reports in- 
dicates that those accusations of 
which the Cardinal is said to have 
declared himself “to be guilty in 
principle and in detail,” would in 
any free country be considered, at 
worst, only errors of judgment, 
technical infractions or expres- 
sions of views that sound unpleas- 
ant to the ears of those holding 
power. Only under totalitarian 
‘iustice” could many of these ac- 
Gos serve as a basis for criminal 
prosecution. 


Editorial opinions and_state- 
ments by public figures regarding 
the Budapest proceedings falsely 
termed a “trial” make one thing 
clear: In the eyes of the free 
world, it is not the Cardinal who is 
on trial but rather his accusers: 
the Hungarian communist regime 
which hopes that by physically de- 
stroying the Cardinal it can deal a 
mortal blow to the Catholic Church 
in Hungary, recognized by friend 
and foe as the last obstacle to com- 
plete red domination over a coun- 

that has been Christian for 
1, years. 


It is the recognition of this true 
nature of the “trial” and of its 
real purpose—to destroy the 
Church in Hungary by blackening 
the reputation of its spiritual lead- 
er—that in the view of all un- 
biased observers furnishes the key 
to the proper evaluation of the 
dramatic, often bewildering devel- 
opments in the Budapest court- 
room. 


Persons thoroughly familiar with 
the true sentiments of the Hun- 
garian people have declared them- 
selves convinced that the over- 
whelming majority of the Hungar- 
jans are not fooled, either. by the 
“revelations” drummed into their 
ears by communist propaganda. 


There are, admittedly, certain 
aspects of the Budapest proceed- 
ings which, pending further clari- 
fication, gyn | defy a reasonable 
explanation. It can only be con- 
jectured as to what extent cruel 
or refined methods of physical or 
mental torture have been employed 
to “condition” the Cardinal and 
his ' six co-defendants for their 
trial, 


Numerous persons who are thor- 
oughly acquainted with the Cardi- 
nal, who know his strength of will 
and his forceful, austere person- 
ality, declare themselves still un- 
able to reconcile some of his al- 
leged “confessions” and ‘“admis- 
sions of guilt” during the trial with 
his unyielding, fearless attitude 
that has characterized his actions 
and utterances during many years, 
unless, they declare, he has been 
overcome by that “weakness of the 
flesh” of which the Cardinal spoke 
in a letter to the Hungarian Bish- 
ops shortly before his arrest. 


It is the Cardinal’s alleged re- 
pudiation of this letter during the 
trial which appears to many ob- 
servers as the clearest indication 
that the Cardinal who faced his 
“judges” was not the same person 
as the Cardinal who ruled from 
Esztergom as Hungary’s spiritual 
shepherd. 


According to Vienna reports, the 
Cardinal wrote, shortly before his 
arrest, a message addressed to the 
Bishops on the back of a used 
envelope. He told them (1) that he 
had never participated in any con- 
spiracy (2) that he would never 
resign his high office, (3) that he 
would never confess, and that any 
“confessions” even if they bore 
his signature would result fro 
“weakness of the flesh.” . 


By what methods the Cardinal 
was “induced” to retract this mes-

question: “Did any one force you 
to make your confession?” can only 
be guessed at; but, according to

declare the proceedings a travesty 
on justice and a “a stern reminder 
to all of us that the communist 
will go to every length to destroy 
those who oppose them.” 

Equally incredible in the light 
of normal human reasoning ap- 
pears the Cardinal’s “admission” 
that he attempted to smuggle a 
letter to the U. S. Minister in Bu- 
dapest, asking for assistance in 
escaping from jail, and offering 
$4,000 to cover the expense of a 
car and an airplane. Such an action 
by a person of normally highest 
intelligence can only be explained, 
it is pointed out, if he has been 
by some means, deprived of his 
faculties. 

Whatever may be the nature of 
the “admitted” negotiations be- 
tween the Cardinal—whose royal- 
ist sentiments have been no secret 
—and Otto von Hapsburg, it is 
pointed out that only under a to- 
talitarian regime could a person 
be charged with a “crime” because 
he harbored such sentiments. The 
Cardinal has emphatically denied 
that he engaged in any “plot” to 
restore the monarchy in Hungary, 
or to overthrow the present Hun- 
garian regime. 

In connection with the accusa- 
tion that the Cardinal sought to 
of St. Stephen, now in the posses- 
sion of the American Army, to 
Hungary’s communist rulers, it 
was ions by a Hungarian now 
in the United States that “at least 
90 per cent” of the Hungarian 
people are equally guilty of that 
“crim®,” because they, too, would 
rather see their country’s national 
symbol held in safe hands outside, 
than by a regime whose actions 
and plans are in complete contra- 
diction with Hungarian Christian 
and national traditions. 

What must appear as the cul- 
mination of the travesty of justice 
offered in the Budapest courtroom 
was the statement by the Cardi- 
nal’s defense counsel that there 
was no attack on freedom of re- 
ligion in Hungary and that “this 
people’s democracy, when it made 
religious teaching compulsory in 
the schools, went further in this 
respect than countries of the 
West.” 

Budapest dispatches describe the 
defense counsel’s plea as “weak 
and apologetic.” He praised the 
“npeople’s democracies” and agreed 
with the prosecutor that his client’s 
actions had “harmed the country 
immensely.” 

These and similar statements at- 
tributed to the Cardinal are in 
strict conformity with the pattern 
of communist “justice” which has 
as its first purpose to ridicule a 
person, high in the esteem of the 
people, and present him as a cow- 
ard and weakling. 

Hungarian communists may feel 
they have succeeded in the case 
of Cardinal Mindszenty. In the 
eyes of the world they have utter- 
ly failed. Hungarian communists 
deceive themselves if they think 
they have deceived the world.
